At Sea, May 10, ISGG J 
To Gideon Welles, .Secretary of tho Xavy 
—Sir: I have tho honor to report that on tbe 
7th of April the Spanish Admiral Mendes 
Nunez addressed a letter to tho diplomatic 
corps in Lima declaring that tho pore of OaU 
lao nas blockaded from that date; also an> 
other jnatifying the caose of Spain ond an> 
nounciog that he should give nentral inhab- 
itants four days to remove their persons and 
property previous to tho bombardmeni of the 
city on the 30lh of April. Adrninil i'onrfon 
anchored out men-of-war out ot gunt-liot of 
the fortifications of' Callao. Merchant vessels 
had some days before taken up positions out 
of the way of hostile operations. Jt was 
thouKbt that the attack would ccmmence on 
the first of May, when tbe time expired given 
to Deatrats for removal; but on tbe second ol 
May, about 10 o'clock a. m., the Spanish 
fleet got under weigh. ,Somo time was spent 
in dressing their lines, and,about H o'clock 
tho squadron moved ir, two directions to at- 
tack tho defensos of Culhio, tho first division 
under Admiral Nunez, consisting of the iron- 
clad Numancia, of seven thousand tons bur- 
den, and tha Irigales f?lanca and Itesolucion 
moved along tho Don Carenzo inland to at- 
tack the batteries on tbesootb side of Oallao, 
while the frigates Villa de Madrid, Beron- 
goela and Alamanza pressing ill front of the 
national ond merchant vos.-els anclioreil in 
the bay, steamed at first f^lowly toward the 
Peruvian batceries ou the north Bide of Iho 
city. 

As these vessels approached they accelerat- 
ed their speed and tan swilily into position. 
At 12:46 the first gun was lirod, f thought 
from tbe Nanaancia quickly followed by two 
from a battery on the'eoath side. Tbe Spno- 
iih fleet carried about two hundred and forty 
gUDS, mostly thirty«two pouders. Tho Nurn- 
BDOia was armed with si.vty-oight poiimlers, 
as was olso the three-gun corvette Vioca- 
dora, which was held in reserve to tow, if 
necossary, and also, I presume, to cover the 
transports. 

The Peruvian batlericH nuniberod in the 
aggregate, forly-llvo t'ons, livo ol I hem •!;)(). 
poanders ( Blakcley'sJ, and f.iur Armstinng 
gnot, SOO'pouDders, mounted on tho lop ol 
iron turrets ; the rest wero .'i'i- pounders.

About ten 
o'cluok tiio Vii la (iu Mailiid set her jib ami 
tlisails, and ran out ol the fight. ,Shn made 
signals, and was tiikon in tow by the Vinco- 
dora, with sloam eseaping abundantly below. 
Sho was Boon lollowed by tho Berenguolu, 
listed over to oiio side, aud with smoke pour* 
ing from her oorts. Just before she retired a 
pod of black (liiMl liiid shot out at her water 
line on the sido nwny from tlm battery. A 
boll had gone Ibrough bor coal bunkers, 1 
thougbl, and throiicb both sidey. \Vc ;:aw 
men over tbo smIh allenipting lo protect wilii 
caavass tho ragged hole, which seemed some 
two feet square. 

Tho Almanza uiovod to join tlie first divi- 
■ioD engaged with the suutborn batteriun. 
KtMoluoioD and Blanca at about 2:30 
away from tbe souibern division, leaving tho 
Almania and Numaaclo still engaged. TliO'--.i 
vessels drew oil at fifteen minutes bol'uri) live 
o'clock, the Peruvians firing nt them aa long 
as their guns could reaeh llji'in. The action 
brought on by tbo Sp,iiii;uds wn.s waged on 
both sides with eour.ige and persistency. 
Tho Peruvian guns, which were all en bar' 
belle novor cya.sed firing, and the Spauinrds, 
I believe, only lull olf when ibuir ammunition 
vat exbausled. Tho killed and wounded m 
tbe batteries were said to number eighty. In 
one of the iron-olad batteries a shell explod- 
ed, igniting other powder and disabling the 
guns.

of Assembly ? (Hear, bear.) If tbe House 
could not insist upon its rights, he for one 
would like to see il diaaolveil, and tho Gov- 
ernment of tlic country loft to ibo Exeouiire. 
He eoueliuiud liy again moving that Mr llail- 
kin bo brouyl.l before the bar of the House. 

Mr Young ro~e to support the motion. 
£lo was atsurcd by hon gentieinen. that the 
request of the previous day was the priqier 
Way to obtain what was wanted. ( Mcai ) 
But it was evident that the Houso would 
never (fet wliat it named until it assumed a 
firm and hold attitude. The hon gentleman, 
III disclaiming a factious desire, indulged in 
a slrint; ol invectivoH directed at some name- 
leas individual, at the .'■amu time giving Ilis 
philippic a aidf laudatory construction. 
The bun member did iiol legard biuisulf as a 
"canting, incuii liy|)ocritu, or a sneaking 
political I'haiisee " whoso actions were in- 
fluenced by base and uinvorlhy motives. No 
one was more anxious tor order or more 
loyal, but ho was at tlie same lime '' loyal to 
himself." 

Mr HaCosmos asked the object of caasiog 
iMr Hankie to appear bl tbe bar of the 
House — what was he lo do when there ? 
Was it to give evidence before tbe (Joinoiit- 
lee, because if so there was no object in 
bringing liiiii before tho bar of the House. 

.Mr .MoCUirc iioinled out that that was tho 
conrfo dictated in May. 

Mr Coehruiio again reiteralod bis argu- 
ments ol the previous day, inainlaiiiing tUat 
the powers of the House to enforce the mo- 
tion, vjore not sullicienily defined. 

Dr 'fo'inie said if the law of the Colony 
did not give tile power it ouglit to do so. 
He liad voted for applying to Ilis Kxcellency, 
as ho looked upon llial as tho snfest course 
to puvMie, and ho thought tho llouso might 
frame a resolution sotting forth tho object ol 
the enquiry without alyuiing auy of its 
righis. If it came to a question of bringing 
.Mr Haiikin before the bar ol tho House, lie 
should vole us he did yealtrday. 

Dr Powell bad moved the resolution of 
the previous dayj believing that tho Governor 
would order the attendance of Mr Hankin. 
He dill not now sec tho use of a further re*o- 
liitioii being sent to the Governor on ihe sub 
jcct and would prefer seeing tho powers o( 
the llouso tested, if ttio object could not 
bo aitaineiLhe might as a last resource agree 
not to vote'The supplies as suggested by llie 
lion member for the ciiy, Mr McGlure. 

Mr DeCosnios asked the Si'Caker lo ex- 
plain his view of the law oa tbe subject. 

Tbe Speaker said bon, gentlemen on the 
other side maintained that the Hoase bad the 
right to arrest. He denied that it possessed 
any powers of tba kind. It had certain 
powers, but what those wore il was not Lis 
present intention to state. lie had not tbe 
power to arrest. It was thought tbe House 
was irresponsible ; that was not the case, 
and tbe persoff signing a warrant would make 
himself personally liable The verdict in the 
two oases previously referred to was that the 
House bad no rigbt to imprison individuals, 
and he oertaidly would not allow himself to 
be thrown into the gap and made a scap ;goat 
of, his feeling apd conviction beiuE; that tho 
House had not the right or the power. 

Mr DoCosinos said the question was when 
ther the Houso had the power to arrest or 
not. The House Flood in its relation to the 
people as the Grand Inquest of the country. 
Two similar cases had occurred ai 'I'aama- 
nia and Newfoundland, and tlie .Judicial 
Committee of tho Privy Council (a h.te i'l- 
stitution) had ruled that Ihe House had not 
the right to make those arrests. Those were 
the onh. cases in point ibat be knew of. 
Tho hon. gestleman thought that the wisest 
way was to appoint a committee lo enquire into 
the rijjlitg of tlie House to arrest individuals 
through tljf^Speaker, Tho committee might 
be able lo oijtain reports of the two cases in 
point, and would liavo to ascertain whether 
the two Colonies were created by tba Com- 
mon Law prerogative with representative 
institutions or by statute ; whether, in taot, 
their coostilutioDS were similar to onr own 
or not. He wouM state that ho was not in 
favor of the House iovadiug the liberiy of 
tho subject. (Hear, hoar.) A responsible 
as well as an irresponsible boily might do a 
wrong. He had himself been brougtit be- 
fore the bar of this House, and had tsnd the 
key turned upon him in a room. Ho had 
tlien looked op the law and now gave the 
House the benefit of it He moved tlio ap- 
pointment ol a cotntnitlcc of three to report 
without delay on tbe laws and customs of 
Parliament as to tbe rigbt of Ibis House to 
enforce the attendance of a person before a 
seleet committco of tho Lame. 

'I'lie motion was agreed to r.iul tlio tnov^r 
and .Messrs Tolraio aud Dickiju wore placid 
on tbe committee. 

THE RETURNS. 

This subject was taken iip. Mr. Youhg 
maintained that it was the duly of the House 
lo bo in po?,3ession of full details of tho 
expenditure, as il was Itnown that nnauttior- 
ized payments liad been made. 

It was finally agreed to refer the niallor to 
tim Finance Conimillee, Mr. Young boii.g 
appointed in tho place of Mr. Duncan, and 
ilio House adjourned till Thursday at 3 p. m.

Idaho. . 

On the morning of tbe 12th June, about 8 
miles from Boise, tho Indians made an attack 
on the camp of Columbus Gossett, situated 
in Flint district, and about one mile from 
the town of Oro. It appears that Mr. Gos- 
set was alone, and no doubt asleep. He wasi 
shot through tbe arm, and in the body, his 
head split open with an oie, and from ap- 
pearances they used a long handled shovel, 
beating his bead and arms as he had no 
doubt endeavored to ward off the blows, 
On Tuesday morning, when his body was 
found, it was quite warm. It is supposed 
there aro fifty or sixty Indians, liom the 
great number of tracks, and tbe large dis- 
trict tbey travelled over gathering sp stock, 
They took about sixty head of horses and 
soma cattle. Other outrages having been 
committed by the band, soldiers and volun- 
teers havo started in pursuit. 

Overmier & Miller's saddle train to Flint, 
consistingol five horses and one mule, together 
with all Iheir rigging, was lolcen by tho In- 
dians on the night of tho 12th June- It 
appears when tho train arrived at Oro, they 
went to tbe corral, stripped tbe animals, left 
saddles, bridles and everything in the corral . 
Tbo Indians drove the slock into the corral, 
caught, saddled, bridled, mounted and rode 
them off to the Foiks of Owyhee. 

That portion of the parly that went on 
tlie Red Mountain expedition last spring, 
and remained ip that section of Iho country 
prospooting and who wore reported all killed, 
have returned all safe. We have had no con- 
versation wilh any of the party, but under- 
stand they met with very little suooess in 
finding gold- 
Immigration still oootlnuet to arrive at 
this plana from California and Oregon. Sil- 
ver City is fast being inoreased in populatioo 
and improvements. 

Still they oomo, by eooros ond hundreds. 
Tho lido of celestials is hound for Idnho and 
Montana. The Snakes don't seem to stop 
them, ucvertholoss they make sad havoc 
amongst them when they make a strike. 

Tbe " harmonious Demooraoy " of Idaho, 
had a pretty general row io their Territorial 
Convention at Boise on the 18tb — a sort of 
knock-down and drag-out arrangement. The 
row finally culminalod in a shooting 
spreo, in which most of the coppery mugnaies 
took a lively interest, Burmeslor and 1). W. 
Douthitl, took shares in it, and the latter, in 
a playful modo fired a revolver point bbink 
at Street, the editor of tbe World, who was 
only saved from a trip to tbo noxi world, by 
the intervention of a pocket book in bis 
breast pocket. Street nt iha same time gave 
vent to his hilarity and good fooling, by 
firing a shot at onr I). Wm., which, hrwevor, 
overshot tbo marl; ar.A lodged in the ceiling. 
The row wont on ploasautiy and gaily for 
some time, bi)t at last accounts, all was quiet 
on the border.
